Historic meeting calls for sweeping social, Church reforms

DETROIT (NC)—The first Catholic representa- 
tive assembly in U.S. history, meeting here Oct. 
21-23, has called for ordination of women, 
matried priests, nuclear disarmament, and equal 
rights for women and minorities throughout the 
Church and society. 


The 1,340 delegates at the ‘‘Call to Action’’ 
conference urged repeal of the ‘‘right to work’’ 
laws. still existing in 20 states. They asked 
Catholic support for a human life amendment to 
the U.S. Constitution, the Equal Rights 
Amendment, and a constitutional amendment ‘‘if 
necessary’’ to guarantee an equitable share of 
educational tax funds for children in nonpublic 


_ schools, 


STATING THAT the Church in the United 
States is “‘in a state of conflict and anguish 
arising from tension between the common 
understanding of Church teaching on contracep- 
tion and the current practice of many Catholics,’’ 
the delegates called on the U.S. bishops ‘‘to 
affirm more clearly the right and responsibility of 
married people to form their own consciences’’. 


They asked for wide-ranging re-evaluation of 
pastoral and financial priorities, saying the 
Church must be more effective in Serving the 
pastoral and social needs of families, youth, 
racial and ethnic minorities, the aged, the 
handicapped, the poor, divorced Catholics, 
laicized priests, sexual minorities, those in

prison, the unemployed and those who are 
working for others or owners of businesses. 


The three-day gathering, at Detroit’s Cobo 
Hall, was called by the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops (NCCB) to contribute to the 
U.S. Bicentennial by helping the bishops 
establish a five-year social justice plan in the 
U.S. Catholic Church. 


IN ITS SCOPE and style it was widely believed 
to be unique, not only in the history of the U.S. 
Catholicism but in the history of any Christian 
church in the world. 


Each diocese in the country was entitled to 
nine delegates, selected by the local bishop, and 
national Catholic organizations were allowed one 
delegate each. With 152 dioceses represented 
and about 100 organizations, the delegates 
representing dioceses outnumbered organiza- 
tional representatives more than 10 to one. 


The nine delegates sent by the San Diego 


diocese were: Father Frank Ponce (Mexican-. 


American), Sister Sarah Murrietta (Mexican- 
American), Sister Gail Lambers, Dean Krenz 
(Marriage Encounter), Mrs. Joan Smith (black), 
Roberto Lobato (Mexican-American), Margarita 
Hernandez (Mexican-American), Lulu Magana 
(Mexican-American) and Mrs. Rose Rowe 
(black). 


IT WAS THE broadest consultation of the laity 
that the U.S. bishops have ever engaged in. 
More than 100 bishops were among the 1,340 
delegates—but each delegate, bishop, priest, 
religious, or lay person, had an equal vote.

Diocese running cost tops $5 million

For the first time, the cost of operating the San 
Diego diocese for a year has exceeded $5 million. 


In the audited statement of receipts and 
expenditures published this week, the diocese 
spent $5,383,583 during the financial year which 
ended June 30, 1976. 


INCOME FOR the year amounted to 
$5,211,709, leaving a deficit on the year of 
$171,874. ; 


One item which cost more than $2 million is a 
payment to settle an outstanding debt called in 
by the bank on American Boys’ Ranch, near 
Beaumont, of $2,280,690. 


Other details of the financial income and 
expenses follow closely upon previous years 
when the diocesan operations cost slightly less 
than $4 million. The expenditure for 1975 fiscal 
year was $3,889,953. 


INCOME THIS past year was up from 
$3,999,644 to $5,211,709. Some of this is 
accounted for by a_ bigger return from 
Stewardship, up from $836,177 to $1,066,868 and 
from donations and bequests which rose from 
$231,396 in 1975 to $569,685 in the fiscal year 
1976. = 


Proceeds on sale of property also increased, 
from $50,213 in 1975 to $340,751. 


Bishop Leo T. Maher, in his 
accompanying the financial statement, said it 
“‘speaks volumes of the generosity of our faith 
community.’’ He said the diocese has ‘‘carried 
on the work of the diocese and initiated most of 
the programs of the Synod. 

“IT IS BY united effort and support that we 


have met the needs of this fast growing diocese,”’ 
he adds.

Diocese hosts convention 


Christians have answer for 
injustice—stewardship leader

“Christian stewardship. 
really is the answer for 
correcting injustices in the 
Church and in the world 
today,’’ according to Father 
Francis Novak, CSSR, execu- 
tive director of the National 
Catholic Stewardship Council 


. (NCSC). 


Speaking just before the 
opening of the annual NCSC 
convention which brought 
some 250 delegates from all 
parts of the nation to San 
Diego, Oct. 26-28, Father 
Novak noted that the theme 
of this year’s meeting is 
“Hunger for Stewardship’.. 

“THAT THEME is very 
appropriate for the Church 
today because injustice is a 
hunger that must be satis- 
fied, because hunger is 
painful,’ Father Novak 
noted. 

Although the concept of 
Christian stewardship dates 
back to the Old and New 
Testaments, the Redemptor- 
ist. priest explained, “‘it is a 
new and much misunder- 
stood concept as far as 
Catholics are concerned’’, 


All men, he said, “‘receive 


three basic gifts from God, 
time, talent and treasure, 
and these gifts are to be used 
by us to build up the Church. 


“THE NCSC goal is to get 
this message across to all 
dioceses and parishes, es- 
pecially through’ religious 
education.” 

With that in mind, accord- 
ing to Father Novak, special 
efforts were made to attract 


Catholic school. and CCD. 


teachers, priests, - parish 
council presidents and adult 
educators to this year’s 
convention. 


“We have to teach the 
people in the Church what 
stewardship really is,’’ he 
maintained. 


“THOSE WHO view stew- 
ardship merely as fund-rais- 
ing have an inaccurate, 
distorted and narrow view of 
the concept. Christian stew- 
ardship is so vital that it can 
become one of the finest 
ecclesiastical tools to bring 
about spiritual renewal of the 
people.’’ 


In a major address on the 
opening day of the conven- 
tion, Sister Margaret Bren- 
nan, IHM, spoke of steward-

“At a time when the 
sacraments are taught to 
youth in preparation for 
penance, confirmation and 
the Eucharist, using advance 
catechetical methods...it is 
unfortunate that marriage 
preparation has so often 
become limited to determin- 
ing the absence of canonical 
impediments.”

Sister Brennan, general 
superior of the Sisters, 
Servants of the Immaculate

‘Stewardship means success,’ bp. says

“Stewardship is living 
Christian life to its fullest, 
being creative and optimis- 
tic, constantly growing, 
using our talents and, above 
all, being successful.”’ 


With those words in his 
homily at the opening Mass, 
Bishop Leo T. Maher wel- 
comed delegates to the 
convention of the 
National Catholic Steward- 
ship Council (NCSC) at San 
Diego’s Sheraton Harbor 
Island Hotel this week. 


The successful Christian 
steward, the bishop said, 
“twill be a resourceful man. 


“HE WORKS at making 
himself a whole person and 
he must motivate himself to 
dare to aim high, to go 
confidently after the things 
he wants in life. People can 
do what they-believe they can 
do. It is believers who are 
doers.”’ 


Success, according to Bish- 
op Maher, “‘involves no 
gimmicks, tricks or magic 
words. Fhere are no areas in 
life which are immune to the 
combination of faith and 
effort,’’ he declared. 


He said success involves 
making decisions, noting 
that “‘it takes real courage... 
to dare to grab things by the 
throat and make a hard tough

lems. But let him ask a 
neighboring pastor who gives 
him a five-minute spiel of 
negativism, ridicule or just 
plain disbelief, it takes the 
steam right out of his engine.

Excessive criticism

Remember Pearl Harbor? 


It was one of those days. The phone calls, the 
letters wanting to know why we ran the Ford ad, 
why we ran the story on do-it-at-home abortion, 
what were we doing about vending machine 
contraceptives, how dare we support Carter by 
accepting his ad. It shows that our pages are read 
and certainly evoke a response or reaction. 


Let’s deal with a few of these queries. First the 
story we front-paged (Oct. 14) about do-it-at-home 
abortion capsules being developed. A _ doctor 
writes: ‘‘Can you give me one valid reason for 
putting such an article on the front page of a good 
Catholic paper?’

Reader A.V. Brady, of Riverside, wrote to say the 
Ford ad in the Oct. 14 issue is the first time he has 
seen a political ad in the Southern Cross. He must 
have missed similar ads in the paper for the past 60 
or more years.

Eagles, hens, fathers and lovers 


We were talking...about the image 
of God as we are formally taught to 
envision him and accept intellectually 
and that which imprints itself on our 
consciousness from our experience of 
him in our lives. 


A few days ago | came across the 
comment that the only reasonable 
image of God is parental. The 
statement gave me to pause, although 
1 could not immediately say why. 
Later, thinking on it, | realized that, 
although the theological concept of 
God as Father is an important part of 
my faith, | did not see it as the only 
image of God available to me. 


AND THEN, the word ‘‘reason- 
able’’ disturbed me. What, | thought, 
has_ reasonableness to do with our 
relationship with God—or rather his 
relationship with us? 


It is, for instance, quite unreason- 
_ able of him to love a consistently 
faithless people as consistently and 
unconditionally as he loves us.. It 
is—at least as far as our vision 
extends— quite unreasonable of him 
to have created us in the first place. 


And he forgives unreasonably 


much; gives with unreasonable gen- 
erosity; raises the fallen, converts the 
wicked, turns about those astray with 
unreasonable patience and persever- 
ance and eternally unreasonable 
self-donation. 


IS IT REASONABLE to suggest that 
this kind of behavior—this incredibly 
unreasonable behavior— should evoke 
only a parental relationship? Ideally, 
of course, a father should embody 
such prodigal qualities of love—but 
not only a father. 

Mother, sister, brother, wife, 
husband, friend, relative—ideally all 
relationships should be of this caliber. 
God’s relationship with us must, 
surely, encompass all relationships 
and yet be bound by none. For above 


- all else, he is Lover. 


However enlightening and instruc- 
tive the concept of God as Father may 
be to us, sometimes there seems to be 


a disparity between that image and - 


the idea of God as we have 
experienced him. For some people, 
the ‘‘fatherhood’’ of God has never 
penetrated those inner recesses of the 
heart and soul where they really 
encoufter him. 


IN THAT PLACE there is already a 
tenant—the God who was the Friend 
of childhood and the Lover of 
maturity. This does not, of course, 
deny God as Father, but it would 
account for a subtle difference in the 


’ quality of our response. 


The child who is fortunate enough 
to discover God as a trusted 
companion, whose unconditional ac- 
ceptance and unqualified support 
seems the epitome of friendship, will 
have no difficulty confiding secrets 
she would never divulge to a parent. 


Later, when life has taught us a few 
harsh lessons, in times of joy 
or—more frequently—of distress and 
failure or heartbreak, how can we 
define his incomprehensible fidelity, 
compassion and forgiveness except as 
the devotion of a lover? 


THIS KIND OF. irrepressible, 
singleminded outpouring of self has 
its human echo. There is Ruth, 
‘‘Wherever you go | will go. Your 
people will be my people,’’ Thomas 
Aquinas, ‘’To give and not to count 
the cost,’’ and Francis of Assisi—so 
recklessly in love. 


There are Mother Teresa and Tom 
Dooley and countless sung and 
unsung lovers whose lives are heroic 
and accomplished great things for no 
reason except that they were involved 
in a passionate love affair with God. It 
really is not at all reasonable! 

But faith is not reasonable and faith 
has everything to do with our 
relationship with God. That is why 
faith can lead to such a release of the 
spirit..We do not have to visualize God 
reasonably—we do not have to love 
him reasonably. 


WE MAY BE as extravagant and 
uninhibited as he. We can love him in 
all the ways Elizabeth Barrett 
Browning thought of—and then some. 
We can expect him to love us fervently 
when no one else will and forgive what 
we think is unforgivable. 

We cannot limit God. The eagle 
caring for its young, the hen gathering 
its chicks, the prodigal father of the 
scriptures must also share the 
imagery of the lover of the Canticle of 
Canticles, ‘‘Springing across the 


mountains, leaping across the hills’’ 
with a relentless devotion and 
deathless love like a ‘‘blazing fire.’’ 
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Why political ads? 

This is the first time that I have seen a 
political advertisement in Southern Cross 
(Oct. 14). I believe that your policy should be 
neutral in political matters. 


It appears to me that you, by accepting 
this political ad, are trying to influence the 
Catholic vote in favor of President Ford. 


I think it. is unethical, biased, and 
irresponsible and sneaky on your part to do 
so. Looks to me that you would do anything 
for the proverbial ‘‘30 pieces of silver’’— 
anything for the money! Please take me off 
your mailing list. 

The ad should be accompanied with a 
statement ‘‘Advertisements do not mean an 
endorsement’’.

My Son, Your Sins Are Forgiven 


Compassion for sinners 
is outstanding feature 
of the ministry of Jesus 


By Father John J. Castelot 


The psalms are the prayers of the people. 


of God. Composed over a span of several 
centuries, in all sorts of personal and 
national situations, they express a wide 
variety of religious sentiments. Many 
bespeak an awareness of sinfulness and a 
longing for forgiveness. 


At the same time they reflect a sure 
confidence that the longed-for forgiveness 
will be forthcoming. Oftentimes the psalm- 
ist’s plea is aimed directly at deliverance 
from some misfortune or other. 


BUT THERE was a strong feeling among 
the people that sin and misfortune went 
inescapably hand-in-hand. Consequently a 
prayer for deliverance from the one was also 
a prayer for deliverance from the other. 


-The first of the so-called Penitential 
Psalms is a good example of this: *‘O Lord, 
reprove me not in your anger, nor chastise 
me in your wrath. Have pity on me, O Lord, 
for I am languishing: heal me, O Lord, for 
my body is in terror; My soul, too, is utterly 
terrified; but you, O Lord, how long...?” 
(Psalm 6:2-4) : 


Verses 5-8 continue this cry for deliver- 
ance-forgiveness, but then comes an abrupt 
and dramatic switch: ‘‘Depart from me, all 
evildoers, for the Lord has heard the sound 
of my weeping; The Lord has heard my plea; 
the Lord has accepted my prayer.’’ (9-10) 
This is a recurring pattern: prayer for 
forgiveness followed not only by confidence 


that the prayer will be heard but that in fact 


it has already been heard. 


FOR AN especially moving act of 
contrition, read Daniel 9:3-19. Toward the 
end, in 18b, Daniel says: ‘“When we present 
our petition before you, we rely not on our 
just deeds, but on your great mercy.’’ 


And he receives this assurance: ‘‘Seventy 
weeks are decreed for your people and for 
your holy city: Then transgressions will stop 
and sin will end, guilt will be expiated, 
Everlasting justice will be introduced, vision 
and prophecy ratified, and a most holy will 
be anointed.’’ (Daniel 9:24) 


This is just one of many divine promises of 
forgiveness and restoration in the Old 
Testament. The perfect fulfillment of those 
promises was to be realized with the coming 
of the Savior. : 


AN OUTSTANDING feature of Jesus’ 
ministry was His compassion for sinful 
humanity. He was the embodiment of divine 


mercy, the answer to all the longings for 
forgiveness and reconciliation. 


His companionship with sinners became 
notorious, and many of His smug, 
complacent compatriots, who felt no need for 
forgiveness, were scandalized because He 
welcomed sinners and even ate with them, a 
point on which they were especially 
sensitive. 


“Here is a glutton and a drunkard, a 
friend of tax collectors and sinners!’’ (Luke 
7:34) Read the wonderful story of the 
penitent woman in Luke 7:36-50. It ends as 
follows: ‘‘He said to her then ‘Your sins are 
forgiven’; at which his fellow guests began 
to ask among themselves, ‘Who is this that 
he even forgives sins?’ Meanwhile He ‘said 
to the woman, ‘Your faith has been -your 
salvation. Now go in peace.’ *’ (Luke 
7:48-50) 


ONCE, WHEN Jesus was at table with a 
rather mixed crowd, “‘The Pharisees saw 
this and complained to his disciples, “What 
reason can the teacher have for eating with 
tax collectors and those who disregard the 
law?’ 

“Overhearing the remark, he said: 
‘People who are in good health do not need a 
doctor; sick people do.. Go and learn the 
meaning of the words, ‘‘It is mercy I desire 
and not sacrifice. I have come to call, not the 
self-righteous, but sinners.’’ (Matthew 
9:11-13) 

Another dramatic example is the cure of 
the paralytic, whose friends had to lower him 
into the presence of Jesus through a hole in 


the roof. Before he cured the physical 


paralysis Jesus tells the man, ‘‘My son, your 
sins are forgiven’’ (Mark 2:5) and is accused 
of blasphemy: ‘‘Who can forgive sins except 
God alone?’’ (2:7) 


THE EVANGELISTS formulate the reac- 
tion of the bystanders rather differently. 
Matthew’s version adds an interesting note: 
‘At the sight, a feeling of awe came over the 
crowd, and they praised God for having 
given such authority to men.’’ (Matthew 9:8) 
Why ‘‘men’’? 


Only Jesus forgave in the actual situation. 


Yes, but the Gospels are interpretations of 


the Christ-event and are colored by the 
situation of the churches in which and for 
which they were written. Matthew’s 
formulation of the reaction may well reflect 
the amazement of the early Church that 
Jesus’ ministry of forgiveness was continued 
in the ministry of men. (See John 20:22-23)

9. Discuss Jesus’ ministry of forgiveness. Does this apply to the modern world? 


Discuss. 


10. Is goodness and forgiveness understandable? Why? Discuss. 
11, Reflect upon your own life with regard to the times you have forgiven; the times you 
have attempted to help someone else understand the meaning of forgiveness.

Do We Know God Forgives Us? 


Divine pardon is ours 
simply for the asking

It has been said that the one sign that 
could be honestly displayed on the entrance 
to every church in the world is ‘‘For Sinners 
Only.’’ It would be difficult to argue the 
point. All of us are sinners. Not all of us have 
been forgiven...but we all can be. 


Theologians refer to ‘“‘salvation history.’’ 
By the term they mean the critical path 
through human history that reflects God’s, 
determined efforts to reconcile sinful man to 
Himself. 


FAR FROM being a God who is satisfied 
in justice to condemn errant humanity, God 
is reflected throughout history as a God who 
consistently refuses to take humanity’s 
repeated and resounding ‘‘no’’ for an 
answer. 


Revelation has as its purpose to make 
known to men and women that God seeks to 
reconcile them to Himself. Scripture reveals 
God as a saving God not as a condemning 
God. Man is shown as a debtor whose 
pardon is available for the asking. 


The message of Scripture is so clear that it 
is difficult to understand how we can 
consistently fail to hear it. 


PERHAPS THE reason is that we as men 
and women continue to see God through the 
prism of our own humanity. Vindictiveness 
is one of our nastier qualities. Shakespeare’s 
reference to revenge as sweet was an 
accurate assessment of human nature. 


It is another trait of ours that we tend to 
create or more accurately reshape God to our 
own image and likeness. Thus, it is only 
natural that we continually ask the question, 
“Will God really forgive me?’’ It simply 
reflects our own admission that in similar 
circumstances we would probably be far 


more likely to seek the sweetness of revenge 
than offer forgiveness. 


We are wrong, of course. Revelation 
throbs with the message of pardon and 
reconciliation. God is revealed as merciful 
and gracious, slow to anger, rich in kindness 
and forgiving wickedness and crime (Exodus 
34:6-7). A God- whose heart is not like a 
man’s heart (Hosea 11:9), who instead of 
seeking the death of the sinner seeks his 
conversion (Ezekiel 18:23) so that he might 
be pardoned and reconciled. 


IT MAY console us to realize that our own 
vindictiveness was shared by many of our 
Old Testament ancestors. The Book of Jonah 
depicts a prophet who had little enthusiasm 
for being the instrument through which 
Israel’s hated enemies, the Ninevites, were 
to be saved. The reluctant prophet would 
much rather see God rain fire and 
destruction on them. 


When Jesus fully revealed the loving 
forgiveness of the Father, his ministry 


‘caused great consternation because He 


proclaimed forgiveness and pardon for 
sinners and said that God was a Father 
whose joy was to welcome back the prodigal 
son and who wills that no man be lost 
(Matthew 18:12-14). 


Fortunately for us God’s ways are not our 
ways and instead of vengence there is 
forgiveness for us. Not only are we 
reconciled to the Father through Christ but 
the Holy Spirit makes us ministers of 
reconciliation (Corinthians 5:18), channels 
through which God’s grace can reach others 
and move them from rebellion to reconcilia- 
tion. 


How do we know that God forgives us? He 
sent Jesus to tell us so and Jesus sent the 
Church to insure that we got the message 
and the means.

Notes to Statement of Receipts and Expenditures 
June 30, 1976 


1. Organization and activities ; 


Organization — The Diocesan Office of The Roman Catholic Bishop 
of San Diego is not a separate legal entity. The Diocesan Office 
activities comprise the collection of parish assessments, stewardship 
contributions and certain other receipts which are used to finance 
educational, religious, community and human development programs 
in addition to the administration of the Catholic Diocese of San Diego. 
The Roman Catholic Bishop holds title to the land, buildings, and 
equipment and other assets utilized by the Diocesan Office. 


The Diocesan Office Accounts exclude the activities of parishes, 
schools, cemeteries, the newspaper and certain other ministerial 
functions. Each of these activities, even though they report to the 
Bishop, is an operating entity distinct from the Diocesan Office. 


Receipts in the accompanying statement are based on cash received 
and in the case of cash equivalent gifts, at their fair market value at 
the donation date. Expenditures are based on cash disbursements and 
certain accrued expenses. 


2. Loans-in-aid program 


The Diocesan Office administers a loans-in-aid program which 
finances the construction of parish plants and other diocesan facilities. 
Interest at 6% per year is charged on such loans. These loans are 
made primarily from loan repayments and deposits by parishes which 
bear interest at 5%. For the year ended June 30, 1976 the Diocesan 
Office was advanced $380,419 through this program.

Included in receipts are amounts credited directly to the individual 
parishes’ accounts for interest earned on deposits ($257,402) and 
amounts due parishes for stewardship regates ($295,000).

eposit. 


3. Debt Service 


Included in debt service are payments of $278,951 on a note payable 
in the amount of $1,375,000 at June 30, 1976 which is secured by real 
estate of the Diocese including the University of San Diego property. 
The Roman Catholic Bishop has guaranteed University of San Diego 
loans under a $1,440,000 line of credit with a bank. There are no 


-present loans on the line of credit. 


4. Loans to American Boys Ranch 


_Included in the loan to American Boys Ranch is $2,185,000 which 
represents payment to a bank of an American Boys Ranch obligation 
which the Roman Catholic Bishop had guaranteed.

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Cain and Abel in County Streets 


Father, forgive them, they 


know not what they do

The violent story of Cain and Abel is 
repeated live every 10 days on Los Angeles 
County streets. 


Every 10 days a young man is murdered. 
His killer is usually another young man. 
Usually, killer and victim are Practically 
brothers. 


THE MAJORITY of the time, they are of 
the same ethnic descent, social and 
economic level, educational background, 
neighborhood, religion and sometimes 
belong to the same parish. 


“The motive for killing, if there is one, is 
often revenge,’ explains a Los Angeles 
County sheriff's spokesman. 


“The revenge is often for a previous 
revenge killing. Sometimes the killing is for 
no reason at all—just because the victim 
happened: to be where he was.” 


BY THE END of summer 1976, 27 
juveniles had been murdered in Los Angeles 
County. 


Young Brother Modesto Leon is a 
Claretian who works with gang members in 
his East Los Angeles parish. 


Our Lady of Soledad has four major gangs: 
Maravilla, Lote, Lopez and Arizona. They 
are well into their third generation of 
members. 


BROTHER MODESTO’S work is pastoral, 
an apostolate of education, peace—and most 
difficult of all, an apostolate of encouraging 
forgiveness. 


- Brother Modesto once took gang members 
to visit the grave of a slain buddy in Calvary 
Cemetery. The nearby Via Crucis attracted 


them. Brother Modesto led the youths from 


_ station to station meditating aloud for them. 


The youths immediately understood the 
violence and brutality and the culmination of 


’ death the stations portrayed. But the themes 


of goodness and forgiveness seemed unreal 
to them. Finally, through much discussion, 
Brother Modesto brought them to the point 
where they were able to reflect on goodness 
and forgiveness. 


THE MISERY from lack of forgiveness— 
being unforgiven and unforgiving—is always 
perceptible. 


Brother Hilary, a Benedictine, recently 
worked with gangs at nearby Our Lady of 
Lourdes parish. He recalls being with a boy 
called Blackie whose friend was slain. 


Brother Hilary’s challenge was to awaken 
a sense of forgiveness in Blackie. 


“y COULD only try to calm him,”’ he said 
sadly. ‘‘The most I could do was try to recite 
the Our Father with him.”’ 


Cain’s words to the Lord reported in 
Genesis are evident in the troubled young 
hearts of gang members. ‘“‘My punishment 
is too great to bear.”’ 


Today and throughout the ages past, 
mankind has known violence. It has left its 
mark on the pages of history, in ruins of past 
civilizations. Today it fills page after page in 
daily newspapers. We live in a society of 
street rumbles, disruptions of love between 
husband and wife, parents and children, 
God and man. And the residue, the slag 
after the heat, is always guilt. Guilt that 
cries for forgiveness—on a. psychiatrist’s 
couch, on a tear-stained pillow, in loving 
arms. 


: God Present and Speaking 
Christ is always present 
in celebration of Mass

One of the finer homilies my partner at our 
parish, Father David Baehr, has given since 
his arrival a year ago touched on the 
question of God’s presence in our midst. 


He captured the congregation’s interest 
very cleverly at the beginning by citing 
several instances in which we can be present 
to another person even though not physically 
before that individual. 


A LONG distance, low rate, late night 
telephone call between two persons who care 
about each other is an example. In a sense 
we become present to one another in that 
fashion through the sound of our voices. 


A letter from me to you serves as another 
illustration. I become present before your 
mind and imagination as you read the words 
I have written. 


Neither of these ways measures up to the . 


richness or intensity of actual physical 
presence, but there can be no doubt I am 
really present to you through a telephone 
visit or a lengthy letter. 


THE FOLLOWING critical paragraph 7 
from Vatican II’s Constitution on the Sacred 
Liturgy about Christ’s divine presence in our 
midst makes better sense when considered 
in the light of those parallels involving 
different human presences. 


“‘To accomplish so great a work Christ is 
always present in His Church, especially in 
her liturgical celebrations. He is present in 
the Sacrifice of the Mass not only in the 
person of His minister, ‘the same now 
offering, through the ministry of priests, 
who formerly offered Himself on the cross,’ 
but especially in the eucharistic species. 


By His power He is present in the 
sacraments so that when anybody baptizes it 
is really Christ Himself who baptizes. He is 
present in His Word since it is He Himself 
who speaks when the holy Scriptures are 
read in the Church. Lastly, He is present 
when the Church prays and sings, for He has 
promised ‘where two or three are gathered 
together in my name there am | in the midst 
of them.’ ”’ 


} 


. THESE DOCTRINAL statements have 
practical ramifications. Because we believe 
God speaks to us in a unique way through 
sacred Scripture, becomes present to and in 
the congregation, every Eucharist contains a 
Liturgy of the World prior to the breaking of 
bread. 


In the biblical readings of that section, 
explained by the homily, God speaks to His 
people of redemption and salvation and 
nourishes their Spirit; Christ is present 
among the faithful through His Word. 


-Through the chants the people make God’s 


Word their own. 
WEAK, DOUBTING, flesh and blood 


creatures that we are, the Church surrounds ~- 


the proclaiming of God’s holy words of 
Scripture with visible symbols and gestures 
which help remind us of Christ’s powerful, 
although invisible presence in the biblical 
texts. 


The scriptural passages should be read by 
the lector from large, handsome, ritual 
books (the Lectionary), not off a piece of 
typed paper or out of a pamphlet. 


“By standing to hear the reading and by 
their acclamations, the people recognize and 
acknowledge that Christ is present and 
speaking to them.”’ 


WE SIGN ourselves on forehand and lips 
as well as over the heart indicating our mind 
is open to receive Christ’s Word, that we are 
ready to confess it with our lips and, above 
all, we believe the message in our hearts. 


A procession with candles and incense 
speaks silently of the scriptural passages’ 
dignity. and. importance. 

The people’s acclamations before and 
after the Gospel are addressed directly to 
Christ, explicitly acknowledging His pres- 
ence in the Word: 

“Glory to you, Lord.”’ 

‘*Praise to you, Lord Jesus Christ.’’ 


If we believe the Lord Jesus Christ is truly 
present in His Word, then when that Word 
speaks, as it often does, of mercy and 


compassion, we can know with certainty God 


forgives us.

with the mystery of God,’’ 


. She declared. 


She warned delegates that 
Christian stewardship is not 
only a call to manage God’s 
gift for the benefit of all 
mankind, but it is. also an 
“‘awesome’’ responsibility. 

Through the Vatican Coun- 
cil, she noted, Catholics are 
called ‘‘to participate in the 
solution of the problems of 
war, poverty and discrimina- 
tion,’’ particularly as they 
affect ‘‘oppressed persons 
and peoples’’. 

Sister Brennan said, how- 
ever, that in managing 
God’s gifts to benefit the 
oppressed, Christians must 
avoid paternalism. ‘‘Catho- 
lics must search for the 
means by which the oppres- 
sed can participate fully in 
their own development,’ 
and play a vital role in the 
decision-making process as it 
affects them. 


A LUTHERAN pastor, 
known throughout Southern 
California for his administra- 


tive skills, told NCSC dele- 
gates that. stewardship, as a 
Christian concept, has. suf- 
fered. 

“‘Stewardship is an excel- 
lent word with a rather poor 
reputation,’’ said the Rev. 
Quentin P. Garman, pastor 
of Christ Evangelical Luther- 
an Church, Pacific Beach. “‘It 
has’ been used for every 
possible type of money-rais- 
ing program.” 

He said in baptism, God 
has freely given us Sonship 
and given us abundant 
resources. “‘We need to 
decide how we will use these 
resources, and therein lies 
the concept of stewardship of 
time, talent and treasure,”’ 
he said. 


NOTING THAT as God’s 
children and stewards, 
Christians are also his serv- 
ants, Rev. Garman said: 
“The Christian is a tube or 
pipe through which the 
benefits of God are poured 
out to others.’ 

He said service means 
giving, and ‘‘giving is basic 


to loving and living. Giving is 
basic to the expression of 
Christian faith and life.”’ 

Though ‘‘never a substi- 
tute for giving talent or time, 
“‘siving money is very im- 
portant to Christian steward- 
ship,’’ Rev. Garman told the 
delegates. ‘“‘As stewards 
give, they reveal how much 
God is in their lives.”’

I have come to realize my own habits being turnec off, when room was unoc- 
and actions are very much involved when cupied. The single most beneficial change 
it comes to my own cost of living. One was turning the heat off. I work all day 
day, I opened my utility bill and found so it was senseless to have the heat going 
I had used $45 worth of electricity for all day. I wore sweaters and robes and 
the previous month. I was convinced the - wrapped up in a blanket, if it was extra fe 


San Diego Gas & Electric Co. had made a 
mistake; certainly I could not be respon- 
sible for such a ridiculously high bill. I 
called SDGGE and they sent someone out 
to check my meter, following up with a 
letter explaining there was nothing mech- 
anically wrong. 

I decided to analyze the situation. I had 
averaged a $24 utility bill the previous 
year — why did it go so high, so suddenly? 
I decided to experiment. I have an all- 
electric condominium with radiant ceiling 
heating. I turned the dials off, including 
the main switch. I replaced light bulbs; 
unscrewed bulbs which were strictly deco- 
rative and became very aware of lights 


chilly. It was cooler but neither myself 
nor my daughters suffered any ill-effects. 
The outcome of this experiment was 
impressive. My next bill read $18.85. I 
knew the first month would show a drop, 
but never thought it would drop so 
drastically. From then it was downward, 
with the following few months reading 
$14.03, $12.86, $11.91 and so on. I have 
averaged $12 a month since that time. 
My April bill was lower yet, at $10.90. 
This means I am averaging less than half 
of my previous average before the $45 bill.

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Ailing priest tells how to treat dying 


SAULT STE. MARIE, Mich. (NC)—In his report 
on ‘‘Counseling the Terminally Ill’’ at a Lake 
Superior State College institute, Dr. Raymond Carey 
cited the case of Father James Sweeny. 


Dr. Carey, head of the office of evaluation and 
research of the Lutheran General Hospital, Park 
Ridge, Ill., said that Father Sweeny was extremely 
frustrated ‘because ““he had been independent and 
proud of the fact he was a doer, finding fulfillment in 
serving his parishioners. 


“NOW HE WAS helpless and dependent on 
others. Finally, he found he could help others 
become better human beings by letting them show 
consideration and thoughtfulness to him. He could 


help them grow in their love for God and their fellow : 


man by accepting what they did for him with 
gratitude and graciousness.’’ 


Father Sweeny, wrote these suggestions for 
various people who deal with the terminally ill. 


““A person with a terminal illness relies on many 
people. Each individual answers a definite need and 
can be a source of great help. From the doctor he 
wants knowledge; the nurse should be a source of 
comfort, support ard consolation; the chaplain and 
visiting clergymen give guidance and direction; the 
family gives strength and love. 


“‘TO DOCTORS | would like to say: Remember 
your patient is a person, a human being. He came to 


‘you because he trusted you and“had confidence in 


you. He came to find out what was the matter with 
him. You know. He should know too. He wants to 
hear the diagnosis from you. Tell him. 


‘To all nurses | would recommend: You give your 
professional support. With your nursing technique 
and know-how you might be able to make him a little 
more comfortable, but what is even more important 
is that you be a source of human compassion. The 
time you give him and the interest you show will 
bring much comfort and consolation. 


‘To chaplains and visiting clergy may | say: You 
will never have a more opportune time. Pray not only 
for him but with him. Guide and direct him in his 
moments of doubt and discouragement. He doesn’t 
want your pity or sympathy. He wants to find 
strength in you so that he can find God in his 
suffering. 


“TO FAMILY AND friends may | say: He needs 
you now more than ever. Sure it is hard on you; but it 
is hard on him too. He didn’t choose this. Some day 
soon you will probably be wishing you had done 
more for him. Do it now while there is still time. 
Don’t neglect or desert him. Be a source of strength, 
a source of love. 


“And finally to other terminally sick patients. We 
have been given infirmity so that we might do better 
things. Let us pray for each other so that we will live 
until death with dignity.’’ 


Study shows women accept their terminal illness better 


SAULT STE. MARIE, Mich (NC)—Women accept 
their terminal illness with greater peace and 
tranquility than men; but widowers are better 
adjusted than widows, according to an as yet 
unpublished study. 


The study, which probed adjustment problems of 
those whose spouses had died a year earlier, was 
reported on by Dr. Raymond G. Carey at a recent 
Lake Superior State College institute here. Dr. Carey 
is director of evaluation and research services at 
Lutheran General Hospital, Park Ridge, III. 


THE INSTITUTE, attended by more than 150 
hospital administrators, clergy and health services 
professionals from 20 states and Canadian 
provinces, was sponsored by the Catholic Hospital 
Association and the college. 


Dr. Carey also reported on an earlier research 
project, ‘‘Counseling the Terminally IIl.’’ 


“The clearest, and perhaps most important, 


finding in the study was that widowers were — 


significently better adjusted than widows. The 
superiority of male adjustment held up even when 
respondents were examined by level of income, the 
amount of forewarning, level of education and age.’’ 


He cited several contributing factors: 


— Some women built their identities around their 
husbands. When the husband dies the widow’s 


lifestyle is radically changed. 
—Women live longer than men. 
—It’s easier for a man to remarry. 


— Widows have greater worries than widowers 
about finance, safety and handling their children: 


“However, this entire situation may shift in. the 
future,’ Dr. Carey said. ‘‘More women are moving 
into a more independent situation.’ 


Dr. Carey’s other survey showed that women who 
themselves were terminally ill had ‘‘a much higher 
level of emotional adjustment’’ than men: 55 per 
cent against 44 per cent. 


ALSO IMPORTANT to a widow’s adjustment, he 
reported, was the amount of forewarning about the 
approaching death of a spouse. 


‘‘The critical amount of time,’’ Dr. Carey said, 
was a minimum of two weeks. However, 
forewarning was not a significant factor for 
widowers.’’ 


While he admitted ‘‘the reasons for this difference 
in the importance of forewarning to men and women 
is not clear,’’ Dr. Carey said ‘‘there are some 
indications.’” These include: 


“a 


—Women do not work through their grief as 
quickly. 


—Women may have deeper emotional attach- 


ments to their spouses. 


Age was an important factor in acceptance of 
death, both by the terminally ill and their survivors. 
“Younger persons are more apt to feel cheated,’’ 
Dr. Carey reported. ‘‘Widows over the age of 57 
were better adjusted. Again, the age factor was more 
important for widows than widowers.’’ 


DR. CAREY SAID that while money was relatively 
unimportant to the dying, and generally not a factor 
with surviving spouses ‘‘except at the extremes, 
poverty was, of course, a problem, and the 
wealthiest were not the best adjusted.’’ 


Dr. Carey listed three main problems for ‘Spouses 
of the terminally ill: 


—Accepting the reality of the spouse’s impending 
death. 


-—Fearing what life would be like, after the 
spouse’s death. 


—Avoiding discussion of the subject of death. 


‘‘Because death was not discussed,’’ Dr. Carey 
said, ‘‘some women had no knowledge of their 
financial condition.’ 

Dr. Carey said major anxieties of patients were 
fears of being a burden to others, pain, and 
separation from loved ones; and concern about how 
loved ones would care for themselves after the 
patient’s death. 


Death for Christians is ‘necessary passage to new life’

of Richmond, Va. — 


The Christian approach to death is grounded in 
our traditional affirmation of life, ultimately the 
eternal life gained for us by the paschal event of 
Christ’s death-resurrection. In the Christian context, 
death is not a final horror to be dreaded; rather, it is 
a necessary ‘’passage’’ to a new life. Seen in this 
way, death is an event—both painful and 
glorious—that requires preparation and the support 
of believing fellow Christians. 


Accordingly, Catholic teaching has never insisted 
that life be prolonged in all circumstances. A similar 
support for the concept of a dignified death can be 
found in both Protestant and Jewish traditions as 
well as the field of medical ethics. 


THERE ARE FOUR Christian principles that can 
be followed: in the care of the dying: 


First, it is clear that there is no obligation to use or 
to continue to use extraordinary means of preserving

life. It is permissible to allow a person to die 
naturally. The use of ordinary or extraordinary 
means should be evaluated in relation to each 
patient. All consideration of the withdrawal of 
life-support must focus on the individual person in a 
given place, time and culture. 


Secondly, in cases of terminal patients, it is 
permissible to administer pain-relieving drugs even 
when such drugs may indirectly hasten the end of 
life. 


MOST IMPORTANTLY, Catholic ethical tradi- 
tions uphold the principle that it is the right of the 
patient and his or her family to refuse to withdraw 
extraordinary means of life-support. This right is 
inherently theirs; society has no right to determine 
what is a meaningful existence for the individual 
person. 


In addition, the obligation of the physician to 
respect these wishes is clearly recognized. Families, 
and physicians need not feel guilty or doubt in such 
cases when they have responsibly acted out of love

and concern for the patient. 


Finally, it is clear that the active taking of human 
life, or euthanasia, is forbidden. While the 
distinction between ordinary and_ extraordinary 
means is not absolute, it is also clear that no patient 
should ever be deprived.of basic necessities of life. 


THIS ETHICAL tradition is very much in line with 
the official position of the American Medical 
Association, as reflected in the 1973 resolution of the 
House of Delegates: 

“‘The intentional termination of the life of one 
human being by another is contrary to that for which 
the medical profession stands, and is contrary to the 
policy of the American Medical Association. The ces- 
sation. of employment of means to prolong the life of 
the body when there is irrefutable evidence that 
biological death is imminent is the decision of the 
patient and/or his immediate family. The advice and 
judgment of the physician should be freely available 
to the patient and/or his immediate family.’’

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Not simply separation of body, soul 


Death is seen as the supreme moment of self expression

ORCHARD LAKE, Mich. (NC)—Participants in a 
workshop here on ‘‘Christianizing the Dying Process’’ were 
told theologians no longer view death as simply the 
separation of body and soul, but rather as ‘“‘the supreme 
moment of self-expression.’’ 


The workshop, held at SS. Cyril and Methodius Seminary 
here, was directed by faculty member Carl Middleton and 
Father Anthony Kosnik, dean of students and medicals 
ethicist. 


MIDDLETON SAID society’s attitude toward death is 
changing, citing a survey conducted by the Casketmakers 
_ Association of America. The survey showed that 75 per cent 
of those polled said they would want to know if they were 
terminally ill and 50 per cent said they were not afraid to 
die. 

Furthermore, ‘‘more people are asking to die at home 
with their -family, rather than alone in a _hosiptal,’’ 
Middleton said. ‘‘Families are also taking a greater part in 
life-death decision making.’’ 


' Reflecting these attitudes, theologians have also adopted 
a new positiveness toward death, Middleton said. Since 
Vatican Council II they ‘‘have moved away from the 
traditional thinking of death as a separation of the soul from 
the body,’’ he said. 


“DEATH IS NOT seen asa passive process, but the 
supreme moment of self-expression, that which all of life 
has been a preparation for...in death we find out who we 
really are.”’ 


Middleton told the participants, many of whom minister 
to the dying, that ‘‘an important thing to realize in dealing 
with terminally ill patients is that we don’t have all the 
answers as to why they’re dying. Oftentimes, the most 
honest approach is to just say, ‘I don’t know.’ ”’ 


Sensitivity and warmth are two essential characteristics of 
pastoral care to the dying, Middleton said. Moreover, he 
said encouraging the patient to partake of the sacraments 
“might help to overcoming the person’s fearful need to 
cling to the physical life.’’ 


REVIEWING THE dilemmas of life-death decision 
making, Father Kosnik noted that extraordinary means to 
sustain life are not obligatory. He said. “Physical 
life...should not be exalted to the point where we’re 
concerned with squeezing out the last ounce of life 
possible.”’ 


’ The priest added there is a need to ‘‘reeducate people to 
the meaning of death and especially what it means in the 
Christian experience.’ 


He said paternalism ‘‘is rampant in life-death 
decision-making. Doctors, especially, are afraid to let 
people prepare for -life-death decisions and to let them 
become involved in them,’’ because of sticky questions. 


He cited the case of an 82-year-old man who asked the 
doctor to help him die. ‘‘The doctor refused and the man 
then refused food and drink. The doctor then strapped the 
man to his bed and forced him to stay alive through 
intravenous feeding. 


“‘Can the doctor justify that or does that man have the 
right to usher himself out of existence?”’ 


FATHER KOSNIK indicated the answer may be found in 
the reflections of theologian Paul Ramsey, who wrote in his 
book, The Patient as Person: 


‘‘We may say, never abandon care of the dying except 
when they are irretrievably inaccessible to human care. 
Never, therefore, take positive action to usher them out of 
their presence or to hasten their departure from the human 
community, unless there is a kind of prolonged dying in 
which it is medically impossible to keep severe pain at bay.”’ 
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‘Vice pope’ rumor discounted 

VATICAN CITY—An Italian newspaper’s 
claim that Pope Paul is about to appoint a 
“‘vice pope’’ has been discounted as pure 
fiction by a number of Vatican officials. The 
paper had said the Pope might appoint 


‘someone to help shoulder the burdens of the 


papacy when he turns 80 next September. 
Some observers have speculated for years 
that the Pope may resign at 80, the age at 
which he has said cardinals may no longer 
participate in a papal election. 


‘Jews not anti-Catholic’ 


WASHINGTON—“‘The lack of anti-Catho- 
lic feeling in the American Jewish 
community has amazed me,’’ Father 
Edward Flannery, the U.S. bishops liason 
with the Jewish community said here. He 
was denying charges made by priest-sociol- 
ogist, Father Andrew Greeley, earlier this 
year that there ‘‘is a strong and powerful 
anti-Catholic feeling’ among U.S. Jews. 


Conn. bishops hit euthanasia 


HARTFORD, Conn.—A brochure stating 


the Church’s position on euthanasia and 
cautioning the state’s legislators -against 
attempts to draft laws on the subject has 
been published by Connecticut’s Catholic 
bishops. ‘‘We consider death with dignity 
laws to be ambiguous and unnecessary,’’ the 
bishops said. They also criticized ‘‘living 
wills’’ saying that such documents ‘‘at times 
make no distinction between ordinary and 
extraordinary means of prolonging life.’’ -

SAN ANTONIO, Tex.—After a court 
ruling that bingo is gambling and therefore 
illegal under Texas law, a bingo war is 
brewing here. In the past San Antonio law 
officers have tended to ignore bingo 
operations. But when the ruling was handed 
down, Bexar County Sheriff W.B. Hauck and 
Police Chief Emil Peters announced 
that all bingo games must be shut down. 
Archbishop Francis J. Furey said it is a sad 
day ‘‘when killing babies is legal, but 
playing bingo-is not.” 


Pro-life poll proves positive 
CINCINNATI—Three-fourths of approxi- 
mately 80,000 persons polled by telephone in 
Ohio’s second congressional district said 
they were against abortion except to save the 
mother’s life, according to the Cincinnati 
Right to Life organization. To a second 
question, ‘‘Do you think this (abortion) an 
important enough issue to influence your 
vote for a candidate?’’, 51 per cent said yes 
and 24 per cent said no.
